Mr. Eprror:—Inasmach as the 
card of S. D, Harrison which ap- 
peared in your paper of the 7th inst., 
is caleulated to make a wrong im- 
pression upoa the minds of the pub- 
lic concerning my action in the mat- 
fer of a Jevy mada upon his property, 
I deem it necessary that I should give 
the facts in the case as thev really are. 
In the outset, Mr. Harrison would 
have the publie belicre that he holds 
clalms against the present adminie- 
tration which have been refused in 
pay mentof his city taxes, bat such 
is notthe case. Noorder issued by 
the present admini-tration has been 
refused in payment of city taxes, to 
the amount oi the general tax. The 
special tax, which is to pay the in- 
terest on the Market House debt, 
apd create a sinking fund must 
necessarily be paid in money. 

The taxes of Mr. Harrison have 
been deerinece August last, I have 
calle} upon him at least a dozen 
iinics, he promising me every time 
an ear settlement of the same. 
some time since he, through counsel, 
came before the Board of Aldermen 
and asked that a judgment of said 
Harrison, against a former adminis- 
tration, be allowed in payment of his 
city taxes for the year 1875. The mat- 
ter was referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee, and members of the commit- 
tee will state that T repeatedly called 
their attention to the matter of Mr. 
Harrison, but still there was no re- 
port. At a meeting of the newly- 
elected Board of Aldermen, held 
Thursday evenine, May 4th, a com- 
niittee Was appointed to settle with 
me for the year i875. In order that 
i might be ready to settle with the 
connnittee, Peonumenced to call upon 
the delinquents for a settlement. Mr. 
Harrison being oniy a short distance 
from the ofMfce, called first upon 
him fora settienrent cf his taxes for 
the vear 1875. Hestated that the mat- 
ter had been referred to a commiitee 
ofthe Bonurd of Aldermen, andthat he 
wanted to hear from that eommittee. 
JT replied that there would be no re- 
port from that commiuitee, as they 
were merobers of the former Board, 
to report to that Board. Hethen sta- 
ed that he had been advised not to 
pay it. Mr. Beasiey, an officer of the 
city, came up at thattime and I dep- 
utized him to make the levy; he pro- 
ceeded to dose, and in the discharge 
of that duty, he was errested. I then 
told him to make no cffort to take it 
by force but to cone with me.
